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Preamble 

Whereas,  the  Central  Conference  Second 
Union  District,  realizing  the  need  of  training 
our  youth  in  Sunday  School  activities,  orga- 
nized this  convention  to  promote  and  expedite 
the  interest  of  Sundav  School  v^^ork  in  general, 
establishing  the  following  Constitution  and 
Bylav^s,  by  w^hich  this  convention  shall  be 
governed  as  long  as  may  seem  good  for  this 
convention. 


Constitution 

Article  I 

Name:  This  convention  shall  be  known  as 
the  Central  Conference  Second  Union  Sunday 
School  Convention  of  North  CaroHna. 
Article  II 

Purpose:  The  purpose  of  this  convention  is 
to  stimulate,  maintain  and  promote  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  this  district,  to  better  organize  and 
train  officers  and  teachers  for  Christian  ser- 
vices. 

Article  III 
Officers:  The  standing  officers  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary-treas- 
urer and  an  Assistant  Secretary-Treasurer, 
elected  in  the  convention  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention  of 
North  Carolina.  These  officers  are  elected  to 
serve  one  ( 1 )  year  term  beginning  convention 
following  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention. 

Article  IV 

Committees: 

A.  Executive  Committee:  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  above 
officers. 

B.  Finance  Committee:  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  at 
each  convention  from  the  delegates  registered. 


The  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  ( 3 )  mem- 
bers.

C.  Awards  Committee:  The  Awards  Com- 
mittee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  as 
needed,  and  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  mem-^;^ 
bers. 

D.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Com-Q,^^ 
mittee  shall  be  the  Executive  Committee. 

Bylaws 

Article  I 
Officers  and  Their  Duties 

A.  President:  He  shall  preside  over  all  meet- 
ings and  attend  to  any  other  duties  which  may 
devolve  upon  his  office. 

B.  Vice-President:  He  shall  serve  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the'  President  and  assist  the  President 
in  the  activities  of  the  convention. 

C.  Secretary-Treasurer:  The  Secretary-Treas- 
urer shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  proceed- 
ings of  the  convention,  and  mail  report  blanks 
to  each  local  Secretary.  These  blanks  are  to 
be  mailed  not  later  than  Wednesday  before 
the  fourth  Sunday  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
convention  on  the  fifth  Sunday;  make  and  keep 
a  tabulation  of  each  report  received  from  the 
Sunday  Schools;  instruct  the  Finance  and 
Awards  Committees  in  making  their  reports. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  have  charge 
of  all  funds  belonging  to  the  convention  and 
shall  disburse  same  as  ordered  by  the  Finance 
Committee  and  approved  by  the  convention; 
keep  accurate  records  and  report  at  the  end 
of  each  year  to  the  convention  of  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

D.  Assistant  Secretary-Treasurer:  The  As- 
sistant Secretary-Treasurer  shall  assist  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer in  the  above  duties  as  they 
may  see  fit  to  satisfactorily  arrange. 

E.  All  officers  are  to  serve  for  one  (1)  year 
as  elected. 


Article  11 

Place  and  Time  of  Meeting:  This  conven- 
tion shall  meet  each  fifth  Sunday  at  one  of 
the  centrally  located  churches. 

Article  III 

All  Sunday  Schools  in  the  district  are  to  be 
represented  at  each  convention  by  the  officers, 
teachers  and  one  delegate  at  large  for  each  50 
members  or  fraction  thereof. 

Article  IV 

The  local  Secretary  shall  bring  report  to 
convention  on  fifth  Sunday. 

Article  V 

Each  Sunday  School  shall  contribute  five 
dollars  ($5.00)  for  enrollment  of  100  or  less; 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  enrollment  of  100  to 
150;  and  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  for  enroll- 
ment of  150  or  more.  Twenty-five  percent 
(25%)  of  total  contributions  to  be  used  for 
operating  expenses.  The  other  seventy-five 
percent  (757o)  shall  be  used  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Christ  and  to  promote  the  teaching 
ministry  within  our  district. 

Article  VI 
Voting:  All  ministers  in  good  standing,  those 
who  are  pastoring  churches  in  this  district, 
standing  officers  of  this  convention,  all  officers, 
teachers  and  delegates  from  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  this  district  are  entitled  to  vote. 

Article  VII 
The  convention  may  appoint  other  commit- 
tees temporarily  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Article  VIII 
This  Constitution  and  Bylaws  may  b  e 
changed  by  a  written  resolution  with  a  2/3 
majority  voting  of  those  who  are  eligible  to 
vote  in  the  convention.

Bylaws 

Article  I 
Officers  and  Their  Duties

Article  II

The  local  Secretary  shall  bring  report  to 
convention  on  fifth  Sunday. 

Article  V 

Each  Sunday  School  shall  contribute  five 
dollars  ($5.00)  for  enrollment  of  100  or  less; 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  enrollment  of  100  to 
150;  and  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  for  enroll- 
ment of  150  or  more.  Twenty-five  percent 
(25%)  of  total  contributions  to  be  used  for 
operating  expenses.  The  other  seventy-five 
percent  (75%)  shall  be  used  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Christ  and  to  promote  the  teaching 
ministry  w^ithin  our  district. 

Article  VI 
Voting:  All  ministers  in  good  standing,  those 
who  are  pastoring  churches  in  this  district, 
standing  officers  of  this  convention,  all  officers, 
teachers  and  delegates  from  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  this  district  are  entitled  to  vote. 

Article  VII 
The  convention  may  appoint  other  commit- 
tees temporarily  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Article  VIII 
This  Constitution  and  Bylaws  may  b  e 
changed  by  a  written  resolution  with  a  2/3 
majority  voting  of  those  who  are  eligible  to 
vote  in  the  convention.
